The supposition Ls based wholly on the fact he is 
the subject of a 15 page letter of protest by an ad­ 
ministrative official. Treasury Secretary Morgenthau. 
Mr, Morgenthau says Mr. Elliott took newspaper 
references to himself as ‘ watchdog of the treasury 
so seriously he started to hamper administrative of­ 
ficials by “snapping at their heels.“ 
In the belief that this is the only instance of any­ 
one in Washington “snapping at the heels” of spend­ 
ing officials since J. R 
McCarl rounded out a 15 
year term as comptroller-general in a cloud of brick­ 
bats In 1936, Mr Elliott is proposed for a snappy 
cheer. It had begun to look as though heel snapping 
might be a forgotten, as well as a declining, art in 
Washington. 


TOO QUICK ON TIfE TRIGGER 
Standard procedure following outrages incidental to 
strikes is for strikers to charge that the employer’s 
agents are to blame. 
This has taken place following acid throwing in 
St. Louis, where the climax of a series of outrages 
which have damaged Ford Motor Co. products was 
reached when an owner, as well as his new car, was 
showered with acid- 
Declaring the "average citizen would come to the 
hasty conclusion that the victims of acid pouring 
were also the victims of the union," the executive 
board of United Automobile Workers said the union 
was opposed to violence and believed the acid out­ 
rages were inspired by the company to throw sus­ 
picion on union members. 
The hastiest concluding being done on the labor 
front would seem to be the union's.

the iact of suspicion before it is made a matter of 
record, union spokesmen are denying the common 
sense in an American saying that the one who cries

Due to the fact the Samoan Clipper was on a 
pioneering flight, in the hands of men who had bril­ 
liant achievements in Pacific flight to their credit, 
thought #turns to the importance of the human ele­ 
ment in aviation 
Without men like Capt Edwin C. Mustek, who was 
in charge of tiie ship, there could be no laith in the 
ultimate success of such ambitious projects as flight 
over the vart expanses of the Pacific. Thus, it is the 
effect of dLsaster on other aviators, rather than the 
effect on the general public, that ls most important 
as the story of the crash of the Samoan Clipper is 
pieced together. 
Significantly, there is little doubt that aviators, 
themselves, will not be discouraged.

There 
is not one whit more danger in 
Tampa, or Florida, than in another 
city, state or province.

to vaccinate. 
I am reading Kenneth Roberts' 
g n a t historical novel, “Rabble

Arim". 
Describing the trials ami 
tribulation.-- of the soldiers in the 
Revolutionary' war, he painted a 
vivid picture ol how terribly and 
universally 
they, suffered 
from

He spoke of it as "A 
cruc! disease, threatening its vie- j 
tim not only with death, but with 
disability, blindness, pain, disfig­ 
urement and social ostracism." 
Protection Urged 
It is all that, but worse than the 
disease is the stupidity of neglect­ 
ing the means of protecting against 
it. 
Society grows careless when 
there are no local cases and no of­ 
ficial warning*. 
But against dLs- 
ease and death we must stand con­ 
stant guard 
It is better to be safe 
than sorry.

say: 


No mattsr what the politicians 
aim at. It’s the taxpayers they gen­ 
erally hit,

“Your granddaughter, aged eight 
months, was vaccinated today." 
“Fine”, was my reply, "but why 
did you wait so long ” 
Generally speaking, 
the infant 
should be vaccinated at five or six 
months. 
The rest of us should be 
revaccinated every 
six or seven 
years. It may not 4 take ”, but safe­ 
ty lies in this simple and harmless 
procedure.
